How long can Sable Island laatf 
is a question asked by marines and 
othets who realize the precarious 
position ofCauada's outride of the 
Atlantic. Lying 108 miles off tbe 
ooast of Nova Scotia, Sable Island 
has decreased in area from milea in 
width to less than one mile. Mean- 
while the gathering of the waves 
aud gales are constantly ohanging 
the position of the sand-bars off its 
shores, so that navigation is render- 
ed highly dangerous Fogs are fre- 
quent, and currents north and south 
often carry vessels out of their 
course. A series of lighthouses and 
a lifesaving crew constitute the 
.only practical value of the island. 
Were the land and rock surface 
removed entirely, the dangers to 
navigation would be greatly 
increased, inasmuch as hundreds of 
shoals and shifting sand-bars 
would be set up, without the 
possibility of rescue in case of 
wreck. 

Efforts have been made from time 
to time to plant up tbe soil with 
tough grasses and reeds, but every 
attempt has met with failure. 
s the soil is composed of white 
sand, no trees grow naturally. In 
1901 the Dominion government set 
out 80,000 trees and shrubs, but as 
these failed to obtain a foothold, 
nothing further was attempted. — 
John Rosse.

Dr. J. B. Hotchklss-Dead. 



With the passing of John Burton 
Hotchkiss, M.A., Litt.D., Professor 
of History and English at Gallaudet 
College, Washington, D. C, only 
Dr. K. A. Fay survives of the group 
of professors that brought the col- 
lege from a weak and struggling 
establishment for the higher edpca- 
tion of the deaf in its early days, to 
the strength and world-wide fame it 
now enjoys. 

John B. Hotchkiss was born in 
New Haven, Ct., in the year 1845. 
He became deaf at the age ot nine, 
years, and -later attended the 
American School for the Deaf at 
Hartford, Ct. , graduating in 1863. 
He subsequently became a student 
at the National College for Deaf- 
Mutes at Washington (now Gallau- 
det College;, and graduated in 
the Class of 1869, with the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts. This was the 
first graduating class of the College 
to obtain degrees, since its founding 
by Edward Miner Gallaudet in 1864. 
His classmates were James H. Lo- 
gan, who became a microscopic of 
high repute, and Joseph G. Parkin- 
son, who became one of the great 
patent lawyers of the United States. 
Both of them have long since passed 
,away. 

Dr Hotchkiss served the college 
for a short time as tutor, and after- 
ward for a half a century as Profes- 
sor of History and English, aggre- 



gating more than fifty-three years of 
continuous, faithful, and very effi- 
cient service. 

Hotchkiss was physically 
very frail appearing man, and the 
wonder is that he lived seventy- 
seven years of life, full of active, 
earnest, striving for the educational 
uplift of his fellow deaf. But be 
made up in brains for what he lacked 
in brawn. He possessed a youth- 
ful mentality that was allied to the I 
wisdom of riper years. He wasl 
keen of comprehension, quick in his 
sympathies, and gifted with most 
xpressi ve language. His memory 
of students was remarkable, and he 
could describe in a few words the 
I characteristic traits of every indivi- 
dual student at the College during a 
period of fifty years. We will all 
miss his sparkling paragraphs in the 
Alumni Department of the College 
Magazine, '* The Buff and Blue." broid 
Let those who knew him more 
nately than the editor of the 
knai. pay a more fitting tribute 
to his ^jnemory. We know so 
little of a life that was full of in- 
domitable effort and rich with 
successful results. But we remem- 
ber him as a friend and sorrow at 
his passing.

John Burton Hotchkiss very early 
in tbe morning of November 3d, 
has caused us the most profound 
sorrow and regret. The news of 
his death was the greatest shock to 
us all, as we had daily expected his 
return to the class room*. 

The attending physician had 
pronounced bis condition as some- 
what improved the afternoon lie 
fore his death, which came rather 
unexpectedly to even his family. 

Dl Hotchkiss was taken slightly 
ill about two weeks ago, but re- 
turned to his classes for a couple of 
days, when he was again forced to 
lake to his bed and gradually weak 
sued, and due in his advanced age, 
he was not able to stand the attack.

This is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance, because the chief purpose 
of money is to buy things. When it 
ceases to have purchasing power it 
becomes useless as money; in fact, it 
ceases to be money. 

People who do not understand that 
elementary principle always make a 
complete failure when they try to 
manage the money and currency of 
a country. There is always a demand 
for more money, because, as already 
suggested, people never have so much 
as they want; but when a government 
yields to that demand and arbitrarily 
issues more money it always makes 
a mess of it. Issuing the new money 
makes money cheaper; that is, every 
unit — say every dollar — buys less. 
There are then only two possible 
outcomes First, if there is plenty of 
gold in circulation, some of it tends 
to go to other countries, where it 
will buy more than it will buy at 
home. That reduces the supply of 
money in the country that issues it 
and tends to bring the purchasing 
power of the dollar back to its old 
level. If there is no gold or other 
international currency left in the 
country, the second alternative fol- 
lows: money remains cheap. But that 
is followed by consequences that the 
uninformed government could not 
have foreseen, but that every 
economist could have predicted with 
certainty. 

Wben money becomes cheap, so 
that every dollar buys less than it 
bought before, it takes, of course, 
more dollars to make a purchase 
than it took before. Immediately the 
people find that there is not enough 
money to do all the purchasing that 
they sbonld like to do; so they de- 
mand another issue of new money, 
with reasons just as good as those 
that they advanced in favor of the 
first issue. But the second increase 
in the quantity of money is followed 
by another rise of prices or another 
fall in the purchasing power of the 
money. It takes still more dollars 
to make a purchases and it is just as 
hard as ever to get dollars enough 
to make all the purchase that the 
people want to make. There is 
therefore still another demand for 
more money, another fall in the 
purchasing power of the dollar, and 
soon, oi infinitum 

All the trillions of rubles in cir- 
culation in Russia today will not buy 
so many goods as the few millions 
that were in circulation before the 
inflation began. It is harder to get 
money enough to make tbe necessary 
purchases than it was before. The 
same condition exists in Germany, 
where^ industry is active, as well as 
in Austria and every other conn try 
the monetary system of which has 
been controlled by men ignorant of 
the principles of economics. The 
few billions of dollars in circulation 
in tbe United States today will buy 
more goods than the vast circulations 
of Germany and Russia combined. 
It is easier for the ordinary man in 
this country to get money enough to 
buy what be needs than it is in any 
of tbe countries that have yielded to 
the demand for more money. 

The fact is that, if the quantity of 
money is measured in its purchasing 
power, we have more money in the 
United States than Germany and 
Russia together have, in spite of the 
activity of their printing presses and 
the vast quantities of nominal 
money that they possess.
